NOTE—These instructions are written in six sizes, 
stitches and measurements for the smallest size 
being given in the ordinary way, the larger sizes 
being bracketed in the following spaces. Owing to 
the large number of sizes quoted in this pattern 
we suggest that you underline all the figures for

across the centre 7 (7, 9, 9, 11, 13) sts., pick up and k.10 
sts. up right side of neck, k. across the 7 sts. on top of 
Right Sleeve and 23 (23, 25, 25, 27, 29) sts. on back 
neck. 64 (64, 68, 68, 72, 76) sts. Work 14 rows in k.1, 
p.l rib. Change to size 6 needles and work a further 14 
rows in k.1, p.1 rib. Cast off loosely in rib. 


Pin out to correct measurements and press with a warm 
iron over a damp cloth, omitting ribbing. If Bri-Nylon, 
Acrilan or Courtelle has been used, press with a cool 
iron over a dry cloth. Using a back stitch, join side 
and sleeve seams. Using a flat stitch, join left back 
raglan and neckband seam.
